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Sinking, Trust, and Other Funds. 

The aggregate amount of these funds Dec. 31, 1885, is 
$21,522,427.81, which is an increase over last year of $478,- 
598.91. The sinking funds have gained $450,947.50. The 
Trust Funds have increased $5,516.86. The other funds 
have increased $22,134.55, although considerable payments 
have been made for the purposes for which they were estab- 
lished. 

The apparent increase of the sinking funds is considerably 
less than the rate at which they should increase to maintain 
their capacity to pay the debt. In fact they have increased 
upon the whole in something more than the required ratio. 
As a matter of prudence securities purchased for these funds 
are carried upon the Commonwealth's books at their par 
value, and any premium paid is charged against the income 
of the fund for the year. If this course is combined with 
care in purchasing securities to buy those which mature 
before the debt charged upon the fund comes due, every 
possible element of speculation is removed and the prime 
purpose of certainty of full value at maturity secured for the 
fund at the amount represented in the accounts. 

The actual interest earnings realized by the Sinking and 
Trust Funds during the year is something over $1,125,000, 
or between five and one third and five and one-half per cent, 
upon the par value of the funds at the beginning of the 
year. The general course of investments has been such that 
better rates could be realized from the most secure large 
interest rate bonds, although the premiums were •high. 
Consequently I have followed the conservative course and 
bought these, instead of the lower rate and cheaper bonds 
which would make a better present show of increase but 
would be unsalable at par in case of an increase in the 
value of money or capital. The sale of New York and New 
England Railroad bonds for less than par has also hindered 
the apparent increase of the amount of , the funds as they 
stand on our books. 

The Prison and Hospital Loan Sinking Fund is still'less 
than it should be from failure to realize the value of the old 
Worcester Hospital estate. If, as now seems to be settled, 



\- 
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the policy of the Commonwealth is to hold the old hospital 
building and the grounds immediately around it as an 
asylum, a corresponding contribution to the sinking fund 
should be made to preserve the good faith of the Common- 
wealth. It certainly does not indicate any excess of fore- 
sight in arranging for the debts of the Commonwealth to 
find that the capacity of the buildings is outrun not only 
before the debt incurred in building them is paid, but even 
before it is provided for. The early contributions to a 
sinking fund are the ones which accomplish the most in 
paying a debt and consequently in relieving the debtor. 
An annual contribution of twenty or twenty-five thousand , 
dollars a year, for the next ten years, would do little if any 
more than make good the loss to the fund from the failure 
to sell the property and set the proceeds to earning interest 
at the time originally promised. 

The Troy and Greenfield Railroad Loan Sinking Fund 
is the only other fund of whose sufficiency there ife any 
doubt. The action taken by the last legislature will be 
beneficial if it prove effective and it seems prudent to wait 
until that question is decided, before taking other action. 

The Boston, Hartford and Erie Railroad Loan Sinking 
Fund has passed during the year from the category of funds 
whose sufficiency was doubtful, to that of those which are 
absolutely certain to pay their debt at maturity. 

At the time of making my report last year the fund 
amounted to $3,239,043.50, invested as follows : —

These railroad bonds according to the rule of accounting 
for investments were carried at their par value and upon 
their value the whole question of sufficiency or insufficiency 
of the fund depended. Any falling short of the sinking 
fund must be made good by taxation, for the credit of the 
Commonwealth always has been and always must be main- 
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tained unimpeached and unimpeachable. More than half 
the total amount of the fund was in promises to pay of a 
railroad company which was then insolvent, which was in a 
receiver's hands, which had not then earned (and for that 
matter has not yet) its fixed charges. For a trustee who by 
the very nature of his relation to the property is forbidden 
to speculate with the fund, the questions involved were 
serious and the cause of very anxious consideration. 

In a financial point of view the course of legislation had 
been peculiar. In 1879 by chapter 271, it had been pro- 
vided that "said stock" (that of New York and New 
England Railroad Company) " shall be held for the purpose 
of redeeming and paying the principal and interest of the 
outstanding scrip issued by the Commonwealth, in aid of 
the Boston, Hartford and Erie Railroad Company," but no 
sale was to be made without authority of the general court. 
No effectual means, however, were taken to make the stock 
or Jts proceeds available or practically applicable to the pur- 
pose to which it was by statute dedicated. Perhaps if our 
foreign creditors had shown a unanimous and eager desire 
to acquire the shares at par, it might have been possible to 
pay the interest on our debt by a transfer of the shares. As 
a matter of fact, however, they seemed with one consent 
to prefer the currency of Great Britain which our bonds 
promised them and which was accordingly furnished. In 
1881 the stock began to appreciate somewhat in market 
value, and although there was no perceptible indication that 
dividends could reasonably be expected, it was apparent 
that the State could convert a business interest which was 
paying nothing into interest-paying securities at a price 
which would secure the payment of its debt at maturity and 
so relieve the tax-payers of the Commonwealth. 

It was, however, considered inadvisable to authorize a 
sale ; the stock rose to a price far beyond its intrinsic value, 
and when the next legislature met had fallen as low or lower 
than it was in 1881 with an uncertain future. Whatever 
reasons may have led to this decision, financially the Com- 
monwealth had tried a stock speculation in holding for 
higher values and had made a serious mistake. In 1882 the 
stock was exchanged for bonds which were specifically made 
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a part of the sinking fund all by legislative authority duly 
carried into execution. Interest was paid for a year when 
the company became insolvent and was placed in a receiver's 
hands. The legislature of 1884 empowered and directed 
the treasurer subject to the advice and control of the gover- 
nor and council to represent the State and protect its 
interests, but refused to authorize the advancing any money 
for the purpose. 

Following the line of his instructions the Treasurer in- 
vestigated thoroughly the condition of the corporation and 
became convinced that while the bonds held were not an 
allowable trust investment, they were unsalable at any price 
and nothing could be done but to wait. It was early appar- 
ent that the management of the receiver was honest, it 
became increasingly evident that it was efficient and devel- 
oping a value in the property beyond what was hoped for. 
During the summer and fall of 1885 it appeared that the 
securities of the Commonwealth had become salable. As 
an investment as distinguished from a speculation, however, 
their character had not changed. They were still a second 
mortgage bond subject not only to a prior mortgage, but to 
liens which it was clear could not be removed out of the 
immediate earnings of the property. The stockholders had 
refused to contribute the money to pay them off; the court 
had decided that these creditors should not exchange their 
claims for a subordinate interest as stockholders. With the 
ablest management the earnings had not kept down the 
floating debt, and while it seemed probable there was some 
value in the property above the debts, it was clear that it 
would all be lost in complicated litigation, unless some 
additional quick assets could be realized. 

Certainly our bonds were not a desirable trust investment 
in this condition of things. An offer of all that the bonds 
were worth as an investment (perhaps more than they 
were) was made, coupled with an undertaking to assist the 
railroad. The sale was made and the Commonwealth 
realized the full investment value of its securities, and the 
condition of the corporation was put beyond present danger. 

So far as the fund is concerned, the conversion of half its 
apparent value from unsalable and almost hopeless promises 
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into good dividend-paying securities of ninety per cent, of 
the nominal value of the promises, is a judicious arrange- 
ment for the Commonwealth as an honest debtor.

The present value of the securities on a three and one-half 
per cent, basis is $425,000 above par, and a large part, much 
the larger part, would sell at a higher premium. 

Trust Deposits* 

During the year these deposits which have heretofore 
been carried in a set of books, which had no immediate 
connection with the general work of the office, have been 
taken into our trust accounts and are reported this year in 
connection with them, but in such manner as to be readily 
distinguishable when this may be necessary. 

It is probable that more consideration would have led to 
a modification of the provisions of section eight of chapter 
one hundred and eighty-three of the Acts of 1885. As the 
section now stands the amount of work which is likely to be 
called for, judging by the experience of this year, will 
require an additional clerk without any sufficient reason of 
security to the public Or convenience to the companies. I 
respectfully suggest that the line of investment be limited to 
such stocks and bonds as insurance companies may invest 
their capital in by law. I would also suggest the impor- 
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tance of providing that somebody shall have the power of 
determining whether the securities proposed for an exchange 
are of like ampunt and character with those on deposit. The 
Treasurer is a gratuitous bailee in one aspect of the case ; 
certainly no consideration moves towards him ! In another 
he is a trustee and liable himself and by his bondsmen to be 
held to a pretty rigid accountability. If a legislator will 
consider the case of half a dozen promissory notes, each 
signed by three or four parties, with two or three mortgage 
notes as collateral for each/ with their accompaniments of 
insurance policies, and the possibilities of foreclosure for 
non-payment of interest as a part of one deposit, added to 
the pleasure of investing five or six millions of dollars a year 
at fairly paying rates, one element in the problem will be 
likely to present itself to him forcibly.

Sealers of Weights and Measures. 

Public Statutes chapter 65 contain quite elaborate provi- 
sions for the procurement and care of standard weights and 
measures, and for having them examined and sealed as often 
as once in ten years. The investment of the Commonwealth 
in the standards themselves must amount to between one 
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and two hundred thousand dollars. The evils of a false 
standard, affecting as they do the innumerable transactions of 
everybody's daily life, can scarcely be overestimated. 

The provisions of the law are excellent in many respects. 
They lack one thing : an efficient motive power. The Treas- 
urer is the sealer of weights and measures, but it was dis- 
covered apparently that he was not ubiquitous and he was 
indirectly authorized to appoint a deputy to do the work'. 
But no compensation is provided except the inferential one 
derivable from the fact that town treasurers are to pay the 
expenses of trying, adjusting and sealing. 

I recommend a modification of the law, by which either a 
sealer shall be appointed, with a room and salary and suitable 
allowance for travelling expenses, or that, if the present mode 
of appointment be continued, that a reasonable salary be 
allowed, with proper travelling expenses ; that such officer 
be required as often as once in three years to visit and ex- 
amine as to the suitableness of the place of keeping, the 
character and condition of the standards, to seal those that 
are suitable and prosecute for neglect to comply with the 
law. It is a matter of common interest and should be made 
a general average expense. 

In Conclusion. 

One or two matters of detail in the internal administration 
of this office can be accomplished, if the legislature authorize, 
which will be of public benefit by their tendency directly to 
make more speedy, certain and safe the receipt, care and 
payment of the public money. 

First, I recommend that the hours for receipt and payment 
of money in the Treasurer's office bo fixed at between nine 
and two instead of as now between nine and three. It would 
be impossible to do the work of the department with the 
present force, if it were not for the great increase in the 
amount of payment by cheques through the mail during the 
last few years. The proportion of payments so made us 
steadily increasing, but the entire work of the office is also 
increasing and the added hour gained in a release from 
counter attendance for the receiving and paying clerks and 
cashier, would enable them to do much more than can now 
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he done. It would also facilitate our work with the banks 
by conforming more nearly to their hours. 

Second, I request a careful consideration of an increase of 
salary of those employed in the office. A twenty-five per 
cent, increase of each and all would not any more than bring 
their compensation to a par with those engaged in similar 
work for private corporations or individuals, and there are 
few situations in the State where the responsibilities are 
as weighty or the labor so continuous and exacting. For 
example, in five years the sinking funds have increased 
from $13,000,000 to over $18,000,000 ; the trust funds from 
$2,500,000 to $3,250,000, and the general work of the office 
more than in like proportion. New duties are continually 
added and there is a constant and as I believe proper demand 
for greater fullness and exactness in accounts and records, 
and greater promptness and system in the transaction of the 
public business. This department has responded fully and 
effectively to such requirements. That it has done so, in a 
high degree is due to the fidelity, intelligence and public 
spirit of the clerks upon whom the labor falls. I owe and 
tender them my sincere thanks for their assistance rendered 
with a good will which money cannot always procure, but 
which I believe deserves better pay. 

The customary detailed statements of revenue and fund 

transactions, the condition of the several funds, and amounts 

outstanding unpaid on warrant and interest accounts, are 

appended.
